I  have  the  honour  to  lay  "before 

you  my  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitation  of  the  District  for 
the  year  ended  31st.  December  1921. 

My  object  is  to  keep  the  Sanitation 
of  the  Town  as  perfect  as  possible  and  in  company  with  your 
Inspector  of  Nuisances  have  inspected  several  premises  which  were 
not  in  a  proper  sanitary  condition  and  have  had  the  defects  remedied 
and  the  premises  put  into  a  good  sanitary  condition. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Sixteen  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
were  notified  during  the  year,  which  were:- 
Scarlet  Eever  8 

Diphtheria  5 

Tuberculosis  3 

The  Council  has  an  Agreement  with  the  Corporation  of  Folkestone 
whereby  cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  received  into  the 
Folkestone  Isolation  Hospital  at  a  charge  of  Eight  Shillings 
(8/-)  per  day  for  each  patient. 

A  Small-Pox  Hospital  is  provided  by  the  Council  at  West  Kythe  where 
there  is  provision  for  eight  patients  and  the  necessary  staff. 
Premises  in  which  infectious  diseases  occur  are  disinfected  through¬ 
out,  the  drains  tested  if  thought  necessary,  and  all  precautions 
taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection.  Bedding  is  treated  in  the 
steam  disinfector  at  Folkestone.

This  service  was  carried  out  twice 
weekly  in  the  case  of  ordinary  premises  and  three  times  weekly  in 
the  case  of  Hotels,  Schools,  Barracks,  etc.,  in  the  District. 

The  work  was  carried  out  by  Contract  (Messrs.  C.  J.  Nickclls, 
Ltd.,)  and  I  am  informed  by  the  Surveyor  in  a  satisfactory  manner.

(in  addition  to  those  made  under  the  housing  -  Inspection  of 
District  Regulations)  have  been  made  with  generally  good  results 
the  defects  found  being  mostly  of  a  minor  nature  which  were 
remedied  on  the  attention  of  the  responsible  person  being  called 
to  same.  The  houses  visited  were  mostly  in  a  clean  and  good  sanitary 
condition.

Sandgate  Clinic. 

The  Mothers  Welfare  Clinic  was 

started  in  Sandgate  in  the  Autumn  of  1919  and  has  fully  justified  it 
existence.  There  is  an  average  attendance  of  20  mothers  every 
fortnight  who  bring  their  babies  to  be  weighed  and  to  ask  advice. 

It  ..is  run  by  a  Committee  of  six  ladies  with  the  Midwife  in  charge. 
One  of  the  ladies  provides  the  tea  free  of  charge  but  a  base  is 
handed  round  for  same  but  not  obligatory.  There  is  always  a  sale  of 
baby  garments  made  by  the  same  ladies  from  which  the  mothers  can 
purchase  well  made  clothes  of  good  material  for  a  very  little  over 
cost  price,  and  Virol  is  also  sold  at  retail  price.  This  Clinic  is 
entirely  self  supporting  and  there  is  sufficient  money  in  hand  to 
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pay  for  the  hire  of  room  and  to  provide  any  extra  milk  etc,  for 
deserving  cases. 


Prevention  of  Infantile  Mortality. 

During  the  Summer  months  special 

j 

attention  is  paid  to  the  Collection  of  House  Refuse,  Scavenging 
and  the  Sanitry  condition  of  premises  with  a  view  to  minising  the 
rislc  of  Diarrohoea  and  simular  diseases. 

During  the  spring  months  the  house  holders  are  distributed  with 
hand  hills  drawing  their  attention  to  the  danger  of  flies  etc.
